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BOG approves engineering 


The Board of Governors (BOG) has 
approved a proposal to add a Faculty of 
Engineering to UVic for 1981-82. 

At the December meeting the BOG 
agreed to send the engineering proposal to 
the Universities Council of British Colum¬ 
bia (UCBC) for approval. At an earlier 
meeting in December the UVic Senate 
approved the proposal. 

UCBC is now considering proposals for 
new engineering schools at UVic and 
Simon Fraser University as well as a prop¬ 
osal for expansion of the engineering 
school at the University of British 
Columbia. 

UCBC is expected to make recommen¬ 
dations on engineering to the provincial 
government which will then make the final 
decision on which, if any, of the proposals 
to accept. 

The UVic proposal calls for an engineer¬ 
ing school to gradually grow to an enrol¬ 
ment of 810 undergraduate students and 
120 graduate students with 60 faculty 
members in four departments. 

The proposal also calls for the bolster¬ 
ing of present science departments at UVic 
by 22 faculty members. 

The engineering faculty would be 
housed in a new $27.5 million building com¬ 
plex and would have an annual operating 
budget of about $7 million. It would be a 
four-year program on a Co-operative Edu¬ 
cation basis with work terms extending the 


program to almost five years. 

If UCBC recommends acceptance of the 
UVic proposal and it is approved by the 
provincial government there will not likely 
be any students enrolled in engineering on 
campus before 1983-84. 

At the BOG meeting, student Paul 
Sandhu cast the lone opposing vote to the 
engineering proposal. He expressed con¬ 
cern at the costs involved in establishing a 
new engineering school rather than 
expanding the present engineering school 
at UBC. 

BOG chairman Joseph Cunliffe said 
UBC made the proposal for expansion only 
after UVic and SFU were preparing prop¬ 
osals for new schools. 

“The fact that they didn’t do it until the 
pressure was put on indicates something,” 
he said. 

“I think there has been more activity in 
engineering at UBC in the past year than 
in the previous five years,” said President 
Dr. Howard Petch. 

Petch said he believes that UBC should 
expand its engineering enrolment to the 
limit of its capacity and that rather than go 
beyond that capacity, one or two additional 
engineering faculties should be built. 

“There is a strong case for each univer¬ 
sity to have an engineering school to meet 
the needs of 1990 and beyond,” he said. 
“That may be the way to go.” 

“What we are really talking about,” said 


Cunliffe, “is the ability to bring young peo¬ 
ple into university. UBC has not been 
attracting enough young people to go there 
for engineering.” 

Academic Vice-President Dr. Alfred 
Fischer, in response to a question from 
BOG member Hugh Stephen, listed several 
reasons why an engineering school should 
be located at UVic. 

“There are two major population centres 
in B.C. and it is questionable that two engi¬ 
neering schools should be located in one of 
these two geographical areas.” 

Fischer said statistics show that UVic 
has more appeal than SFU to students in 
the rural areas of B.C. Statistics also show 
that these rural students have a much 
lower participation rate in universities 
than urban students. 

He said an engineering program at 
UVic would be different from the UBC pro¬ 
gram and there is at UVic already a strong 
infrastructure in the sciences. 

“i am fully satisfied with the proposal 
for engineering at UVic,” said Stephen. 
“We have to sell UCBC on the idea, 
however.” 

Dr. John Schofield (Economics), while 
stating his approval of the proposal, added 
that it was his duty to place on record the 
fact that only two faculties at UVic voted in 
favor of engineering while three faculties 
including the largest (Arts and Science) 
voted against it. 


It’s up to UCBC 

The Universities Council of British 
Columbia (UCBC) will probably 
make a decision in February on 
proposals for engineering at the 
three B.C. universities. 

Dr. William Gibson, UCBC 
chairman, said Monday (Jan. 5) in 
Victoria that a special UCBC com¬ 
mittee will study proposals submit¬ 
ted by UVic, Simon Fraser 
University and the University of 
British Columbia. 

“Some extremely knowledgeable 
experts were appointed to this com¬ 
mittee and they have travelled from 
MIT to Stanford looking at engi¬ 
neering schools,” said Gibson. 

“They will be making a recom¬ 
mendation and we will likely be dis¬ 
cussing the engineering situation 
at our February meeting. We have 
to weigh our decision very carefully 
since it could cost from $50 to $100 
million to mount a new engineering 
program.” 

Gibson said the cost of equip¬ 
ment needed for engineering 
schools has risen “at a phenomenal 
rate in recent years”. 

“My own feeling is that we have 
to provide more opportunities for 
the young people of this province.

Dr. Joseph Parsons, learning skills 
co-ordinator in UVic’s Counselling 
Centre, comes to campus well- 
prepared to teach learning skills to 
students. 

The 34-year-old Parsons who 
joined the Counselling Centre in 
September, spent the past six years 
teaching psychology at the Univer¬ 
sity of New Mexico and while there 
developed, taught and supervised a 
basic skills course for university 
students. 

He will be teaching the four- 
week study skills course at UVic 
beginning this month. The popular 
course is given at the start of each 
term and 200 students attended in 
September. 

The course is designed to give 
students an edge in such skills as 
effective studying and time 
management. 


The same program is also given 
in an intensive one-week session at 
the end of August and each of the 
skills can be taken separately in 
workshops during the year. 

While learning skills have been 
taught at universities since 1862, 
Parsons feels that “it is difficult to 
design a course that is truly effec¬ 
tive. Teaching learning skills is 
easy enough, but getting students 
to use them is something else.” 

A native of Los Angeles, Par¬ 
sons received his B.A. from the Uni¬ 
versity of Utah and his M.A. and 
Ph.D. from the University of 
Illinois. 

He had entered university with 
thoughts of pharmacy and pre-med 
studies but changed directions 
when he attended a seminar in 
science and human behavior in his 
third year. 


Festival marks 
Stravinsky’s birth 

Igor Stravinsky, one of the great compos¬ 
ers of all time, was born June 17, 1882. To 
commemorate the 100th anniversary of his 
birth, the School of Music is planning a- 
series of events, featuring his composi¬ 
tions, for the Spring of 1982.

The don’s task is to promote and main¬ 
tain a harmonious living situation within 
the residences, advise and assist students 
in personal and academic matters and 
develop and implement academic and 
social skills programs. 


“It offered everything I wanted,” 
he explains. “Psychology is a pretty 
good major, because you can use 
science and help people. I’ve always 
wanted to do both of those things.” 

As a graduate student, his 
emphasis was on learning 
research. “University can be espe¬ 
cially difficult if you lack basic 
learning skills,” he says. “Faculty 
members are limited in terms of 
availability to students, university 
is often impersonalized and the 
textbooks are often difficult to get 
through.” 

Parson’s work is directed at eas¬ 
ing the problems of students who 
have trouble learning or adjusting 
to the demands of university. 

“I find students here better pre¬ 
pared for university than most of 
the others I’ve seen,” he says. How¬ 
ever, he does not believe that any 
student is good enough at being a 
student. 

“No matter how good you are, 
you can improve your study skills.” 

Parsons says he is pleased with 
his position at the Counselling Cen¬ 
tre where he is involved in both ser¬ 
vice and research. When he’s not 
busy in the centre, he spends his 
time exploring his new home with 
his wife and son. “We do a lot of 
driving and camping on the wee¬ 
kends. We haven’t seen too much of 
the Island yet, but we love it here.” 

Parsons also likes UVic which is 
about half the size of the University 
of New Mexico. “It’s very friendly 
here and I am enjoying the personal 
contact with students.”

Profs awarded fellowships 


The Social Sciences and Humanities 
Research Council (SSHRC) of Canada has 
awarded Leave Fellowships to 13 UVic 
faculty members for the academic year 
1981-82. The awards, which include grants 
for both salary and research, range from 
$1,960 to $10,000 for periods of either six or 
12 months. 

Fellowships have been awarded for 12 
months to Dr. Kathleen Mooney (Anthro¬ 
pology) for fieldwork and archival research 
into a biography of George.Hunt, a Kwaki- 
utl Indian noted for his work with histori¬ 
ans and anthropologists on native culture 
in B.C.; Dr. John Harker (Education) for 
research into reading comprehension in 
B.C. and Britain; Dr. Robert McIntosh 
(Education) to complete a history of music 
in B.C. (the first part of the study, dealing 
with Victoria and the lower mainland has 
been published by the B.C. Heritage Trust 
Foundation); Dr. Edward Berry (English) 
for research at Cambridge and London into 
Shakespearean comedies; Dr. Anthony 
England (English) for research into the 
work of the poet Byron; Dr. Victor Neufeldt 
<English) to complete a critical edition of 
Charlotte Bronte’s poetry; Dr. Tony Welch 
(History in Art) for research into historical 
architecture in North America; Dr. Erich 
Schwandt (Music) for research in music in 
17th and 18th century New France; Dr. 
Donovan Waters (Law) to complete the 
second edition of The Law of Trusts in Can¬ 
ada; Dr. Mark Sproule-Jones for research 


for a comparative study of B.C. and 
Washington state coastal resources, 
including log transportation and rafting, 
fisheries, foreshore land use such as cot¬ 
tages and housing, and recreational boat¬ 
ing; Dr. Kenneth Rankin (Philosophy) for 
completion of a book titled Psychocentric 
Materialism. 

Six-month leave fellowships have been 
awarded Dr. John Oleson (Classics) for 
work on a source book of ancient literary 
sources concerning technology and to Dr. 
Janet Bavelas (Psychology) for two pro¬ 
jects on communications and on empathy 
at the Mental Research Institute in Palo 
Alto, California. 


Residence bids in 

Campbell Construction Ltd. has submitted 
the lowest of five bids received for construc¬ 
tion of a new residence complex for 176 
students at UVic. 

Campbell’s bid was $2,056,000. Other 
bids included Dura Construction Ltd. 
($2,069,000); Wheaton Construction Ltd. 
($2,094,000); Cana Construction Co. Ltd. 
($2,104,000) and Farmer Construction Ltd. 
($2,139,000). 

The bids are now under review by the 
UVic administration which is hoping for 
approval of government financing so that 
a quick start can be made on the buildings. 


Another chapter in a long career 


Professor Emeritus Dr. W. Gordon Fields 
officially retired from UVic’s Biology 
Department in 1977 but he remains active 
in his research. 

Regarded as Canada’s leading author¬ 
ity on squid, Fields has co-authored a chap¬ 
ter in a huge reference book, Intertidal 
Invertebrates of California, recently pub¬ 
lished by Stanford University Press. 

Fields and Dr. F.G. Hochberg of the Nat¬ 
ural History Museum at Santa Barbara 
have contributed a chapter titled “Cepho- 
lopoda: The Squid and Octopuses” to the 
866-page text. 

The text includes 200 pages of illustra¬ 
tions including some pictures taken by 
Fields of squid. 

The book is co-edited by Dr. Donald P. 
Abbot and Dr. Eugene C. Haderlie of Stan¬ 
ford University and photographer and nat¬ 
uralist Robert Morris. 

Fields says the book was written in a 
non-technical style as a complete reference 
book. It contains an extensive 


bibliography. 

“While the book applies to California 
intertidal invertebrates, it is extremely use¬ 
ful for this area as well,” he points out. 

Fields is one of two Canadian contribu¬ 
tors to the text. William Austin, senior 
research assistant at the Khoyatan Marine 
Laboratory at Cowichan Station, is co¬ 
author of a chapter on “Ophuiroida: The 
Brittle Stars” with Michael Hadfield of the 
University of Hawaii. 

Fields spent 37 years in the Biology 
Department at UVic and its predecessor, 
Victoria College. From 1951 to 1971, he was 
chairman of the department, guiding the 
development of a two-year program into 
four undergraduate years and graduate 
studies. He also played a major role in plan¬ 
ning the Elliott and Cunningham build¬ 
ings, the development of Bamfield as a 
marine research centre and the acquisition 
by UVic of the marine research vessel, the 
John Strickland. 


Two receive research grants 


Two UVic researchers are recipients of 
B.C. Health Care Research Foundation 
grants for 1981. 

Prof. Heather Clarke (Nursing) has 
received $12,000 to continue her research in 
family health and Dr. James Buckley (Bio¬ 
chemistry) has been given $24,000 to con¬ 
tinue his work on toxins produced by 
bacteria of the Vibrionaceae family. 

Clarke, who is on a leave of absence 
from UVic to complete a research Ph.D. at 
the University of Washington is interested 
in developing community health nursing 
programs that treat the family as a unit, 
with % emphasis on overall nutrition, exer¬ 
cise, and control of stress related problems 
such as smoking and alcohol use. 

“We are still dealing with individuals in 
the family rather than the family as a 
unit,” says Clarke. 

“Community nursing programs tend to 
deal with the traditional preventive servi¬ 
ces rather than health promotion. Many 
conditions that handicap children could be 
prevented or reduced in severity if the focus 
is placed on health promotion within the 
family unit.” 

Clarke is particularly interested in 
applications of such a program to control 
fetal alcohol syndrome, a condition that 
occurs when alcohol is consumed by an 
expectant mother. Clarke says the whole 
family has to be involved in dealing with 
this problem, since drinking is often a 
social activity carried on by both parents. 


Buckley’s grant in biochemistry will be

used to continue research into the workings 
of two toxins created by a particular family 
of bacteria. Aerolysin, a toxin that forms 
holes in cells and eventually destroys 
them, is a major killer in fish hatcheries in 
B.C. 

The protein GC AT (discovered by Sheila 
MacIntyre, a graduate student working 
with Buckley) is capable of dissolving some 
types of cholesterol. 

Buckley says that with the exception of 
a very few cases, nobody is really sure how 
bacteria infect and kill cells. 

“We’re looking at how the bacteria 
grow, how they attach themselves to host 
cells and how they penetrate the host cells’ 
outer membrane,” says Buckley. 


He’s a leader 

Dr. Lloyd Ollila, a professor in the Faculty 
of Education, has been chosen for special 
recognition by Phi Delta Kappa as one of 
75 young leaders in the United States and 
Canada who best personify the ideals of 
research, service and leadership in 
education. 

Phi Delta Kappa is the world’s largest 
professional education fraternity with 
116,000 members in five countries. Its chief 
purpose is to promote high quality publicly 
supported education. 

Ollila is an internationally recognized 
expert on children’s linguistic and metalin¬ 
guistic development and their impact on 
reading readiness. 
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Dr. John Hayward (Acting Associate Dean, 
Arts and Science) is appointed to the Western 
Canadian Universities Marine Biological 
Society (WCUMBS) Management Council, 
effective immediately.
